Board of Health Report. 


To THE SELECTMEN .OF THE TOWN OF EPPING: 


The Board of Health would submit the following report for the 
year ending Feb. 15, 1896: 

The Board organized on March 24, 1895, with F. P. Fisk as 
chairman and A. D. Brown, secretary. 

During the past year complaints have come to the Board which 
have received their prompt attention. 

In our report one year ago special attention was called to two 
very bad places, the Stickney brook and the toilet rooms at the 
town house. During the first part of the present term the State 
Board of Health was called to each of these, and Dr. Watson, sec- 
retary of the State Board, made a careful examination, pronounced 
both nuisances and ordered them fixed, and suggested ideas for 
them in each case, but decided that it belonged to the Selectmen to 
do and not to the Board of Health. The whole matter rests just 
where it was, and nothing has been done. 

Our attention has been called in the following cases. By strict 
attention to these cases no spread of any disease has resulted. 
The following cases of infectious diseases have been reported to the 
Board : 

House of Mrs. Carrigg, one case of measles; house of Olando 
Kerende, one case of scarlet fever; house of G. H. Miller, four 
cases of dipththeria, two having died from this disease, aged 9 and 
5 years; also the child, Olando Kerende, of scarlet fever, aged 2 
years. 

We would at this time thank the attending physicians for so kindly 
assisting us, and all who have loaned a helping hand in bringing 
about a better state of sanitary condition ; but mych more needs to 
be done, and we hope in the year to come there may be much im- 
provement. 3

As a whole, we think our schools have made commendable 
progress during the year, but we think there is yet room for much 
improvement. 

Parents can do much for the welfare of the schools if they will 
take proper interest therein. We fear that many parents allow their 
children to absent themselves from school for very slight reasons. 
It should be remembered that irregularity in attendance greatly 
hinders the advancement of the pupil. No parent should wonder 
that his child makés slow progress in school while he allows him to 
stay away one or two days each week. 

Then we have noticed that in some instances there is quite an 
inclination to tardiness. Parents ought to see that the pupil starts 
from home in ample time to be present at the opening of the ses- 
sion. ‘The tardy pupil not only harms himself in various ways, but 
he disturbs and hinders the progress of others. We think a little 
thoughtfulness on the part of parents in regard to this matter would 
do much toward remedying this evil. 

The aggregate length of the schools during the year was 245 
weeks, which was 40 weeks less than last year. This was due mainly 
to the fact that the literary fund was considerably less than last year. 
This fund is dependent upon the savings bank tax, which has been 
reduced one-fourth per cent. Consequently the prospect for a 
longer school hereafter is not cheering. If the town should vote to 
appropriate more money for schools the coming year than last, 
your committee would be much gratified. 

There is quite a need of a Primary school on the north side of 
the river, as many hesitate to send their small children such a long 
distance and often alone. We hope some satisfactory way may be 
found out of this difficulty.
